ness of an assm iate, the news— sad ne w s ~ o f the 
death of H arry Demp.ster <»f Beatrice reached us 
here. 
H ii untim ely pa.ssing last week end brought 
to a close the life of a good, true, k ind friend. 
T houghts of H arry D em pster invariably aroused 
recollections of his fine, capable father, the late 
C. B. D em pster, founder and until his death the 
president of the D em pster factory, one of N ebras­ 
k a ’s pioneer industries. 
F ather and son w ere so 
m uch alik e in so m any ways— the son, H arry, pe r­ 
haps, less blunt of .speech and outw ardly radiating 
the milk of hum an k inrtnc.s.s. 
It is a difficult job for a son to step into the 
shoes of a hither as energetic, far-sighted, invig­ 
orating and inspiring. 
Years ago the father started 
a little pum p and windmill factory on the original 
site on the bank s of the Blue river, im m ediately to 
the west of the Court street bridge spanning the 
Blue. 
It was a mo.st modest beginning, a small 
building, a few machines, and a handful of m en. 
It grew steadily—developing m ark ets first in the 
neighboring states and finally in foreign countries. 
Occasionally the river m ade up its m ind to go on 
a bender, and when it did flood, w’aters poured 
through the plant, inflicting serious w ork stop­ 
pages and heavy damage. 
Years later Mr. Dcmp.ster purchased the site 
for the factory which now bears his name, cover­ 
ing acres of ground, and providing em ploym ent 
for hundreds of men. 
In recent week s the plant has been strik e­ 
bound. 
W hatever m ay be the facts in dispute. H arry 
D em pster w as never a hard-nosed industrialist. 
H e was interested in his m en; he was concerned 
w ith their health, and their progre.ss. 
He was pub ­ 
lic-spirited, 
civic-m inded, 
progressive, 
and 
his 
death at 60 was a distinct loss to the state of Ne-

It still stands as a m onum ent to the vanity
